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BILL GOES OVER

Washington, December 17.—Presi- 
dent Coolidge has set about to have 
his way with congress. He is shun- 
ning the “big stick’ methods em- 
ployed rather successfully by one of 
his predecessors. But his self-chosen 
weapon—persistent but private pres- 
sure upon leaders and well-timed pub- 
licity—is proving just about as ef- 
fective. 

The Coolidge hand is seen very 
clearly in the course now taken by 
such important questions before con- 
gress as the postal salaries increase 
bill, the hulla-balloo over the condi- 
tion of the navy, and Muscle Shoals 
legislation. 

Coolidge won his first skirmish to 
hold up action on the measure in- 
creasing salaries of postal employees, 
which he vetoed last session, when 
Senator Sterling, of South ‘Dakota, 
chairman of the postoffice committee, 
conducted a one man filibuster pre- 
venting a vote. .§ This delay was tem- 
porary. 

Agree on Vote January 6. 

The president gathered some of his 
leaders about him in the white house 
study Tuesday night, and corralled a 
number of others in his office Wed- 
nesday morning, and a few hours 
later the senate adopted a unanimous 
consent agreement delaying a_ vote 
on the measure in the senate until 
January 6. 

While the agreement fixes a defi- 
nite time for the vote, it also gives 
the administration the assurance that 
there will be no danger of a sudden 
showdown through manipulation by 
advocates of the bill in the next few 
days, and further, gives time to bring 
such pressure upon republicans as 
may result in swinging enough over 
to uphold the president’s veto. The 
unanimous consent agreement was 
presented by Senator Reed, of Mis- 
sour}, a democrat. Advocates have 
assurance of a vote now, but Mr. 
Coolidge gets more time, which may 
be valuable. 

Chokes Naval Probe. 

The effective use of publicity at the 
right moment is shown in Coolidge's 
success in choking off an investiga- 
tion of the navy at this time, sought 
in both house and senate: by those 
who claim that the navy is not up to 


the treaty ratio and that congress 
should find out the real situation. 

It also. was made known Wednes- 
day that the senate naval affairs com- 
mittee will turn a cold shoulder to 
the request for an investigation made 
in that body by Senator King of 
Utah. 

Administration leaders in the sen- 
ate are trying to get a vote on Muscle 
Shoals. Senator Curtis said Wednes- 
day that he hopes for an agreement 
for a vote Saturday, before’ the 
Christmas recess. Coolidge is anxious 
to have the Underwood bill enacted. 
His efforts in this line have been less 
suceessful because of the vigorous 
fight being put up by opponents of 
the T!nderwood measure, led by Sena- 
tor Norris, of Nebraska, who are 
working for delay. Norris scored the 
efforts of the “power trust” to get 
hold of the government project in a 


speech in the senate Wednesday. It 


eppears that a vote will be delayed 
until after Christmas.

Following developments Wednesday | 
at the capitol, it appeared probable 
that O. Rh. Bennett, of Eastman, elect- 
ed at the recent elections to succeed 
John T. Boifeuillet as a member of the 
state public service commission, will 
not be able to assume his office before 
December 1, 1925. 

Governor Walker on Wednesday 
wrote Mr. Bennett withdrawing, with- 
out prejudice, the commission recently 
issued authorizing Mr. Bennett to as- 


sume his new office on January 1. 
This action followed receipt of a let- 
ter from Commissioner Boifeuillet, 
pointing out that he was elected to a 
six-year term, beginning December 1, | 
1919, which will not expire until De-| 
cember 1, 1925. 

The governor, therefore, wrote Mr. 
Bennett, asking for return of the com- 
mission but indicating that he will 
grant a hearing on the matter at a 
later date, if it is desirable. 

In his letter to the governor Colonel] 
Roifeuillet points out that the terms | 


December 1, of each six-year period, 
thereafter, Colonel Boifeuillet was 
elected in 1918 to serve a six-year 
term which began on December 1, 
1919, thus making it expire on De- 


icember 1 net yvear. 


Mr. Boifeuillet referred to the su- 
preme court decision ‘in the McGregor- 


Clark case regarding the term of of- 
fice for the pension commissioner, in 
| which 


the court held that an act 
changing the date of expiration of of- 


fice of a state official was unconstitu- 


tional, inasmuch as the legislature had 
no power to shorten the term of 
office to which a candidate had been 
elected. 

The letter also pointed out that is- 
suance of the commission, dated Janu- 
ary 1, to Mr. Dennett, was a perfectly 
natural mistake for the governor’s of- 
fice to make, inasmuch as attentio. 
had not been specifically called to 
provisions of the code or the decision 
of the supreme court cited. 

The delay in taking office for Mr. 
Bennett will not shorten his term of 
service, merely making his six years 
run from December 1, 1925, to Decem- 
ber 1, 1931, instead of from January 1, 
1925 to January 1, 1931.

Offer of a free site for the Gov- 
ernor’s mansion will be made to the 
state legislature, it was announced 
Wednesday at a meeting of the West 
End Woman's club.

Philadelphia, December 17.—Pub- 
lic opinion would be more potent and 
more powerful in the enforcement cf 
judgments handed down by the world 
court, than either armies or navies, 
Senator William E. Borah, of Idaho, 
declared in an address on “the out- 
lawry of war,’ before the Philadel- 
phia forum tonight. 

“Although force unfortunately has 
its place in the administration of 
law,” he said, “it is nevertheless sub- 
ordinate to public opinion and to 


public opinion and moral force we 
must appeal if we are to have peace.’ 

Referring to a statement of Wood- 
row Wilson, that “people do not make 
wars,” the senator proposed that in 
the future, no war should be besan 
until it had been submitted to a ref- 
erendum in which the people “who 
will fight and die, and who must dear 
the brunt of the burden will have the 
choice instead of a clique of scheming 
men who have the power to choose 
peace the same as they have to choose 


war.” 
Must Shun Idea of War. 

Replying to a question as to wheth- 
er piracy would have disappeared if 
no other force than public opinion 
been brought to.bear upon it, Sena- 
tor Borah said that while it was due 
to the laws that this crime was 
stamped out, it was public opinion 
crystallized into the law that made 
that law enforceable. 

“Prohibition is not enforced he- 
eause public opinion is not behind it, 
but it will be after a while,’ declared 
the senator. 

“Any plan or scheme which recos- 
nizes war either by covenant or pro- 
toeol will in the end prove fruitless,” 
Senator Borah asserted. 

The American people will never 
consent to become a part of a scheme 
or plan for peace. which recognizes 
war as a legitimate method of settling 
disputes, or Which is controlled 
through international politics, Sen- 
ator Borah declared. : 

“To talk of leagues and courts 
while pursuing a deliberate policy of 
violence and vengeance,” Senator 
Borah declared, “‘is to trifle with the 
greatest problem now before us for 
settlement.” 

Peace Possible, He Says. 

“There is no hope for peace,” he 
asserted, “so long as great powers, 
say that there shall be no peace.” He 
listed a number of international in- 
cident; since the world war which he 
said have involved ‘‘a resort to vio- 
lence and force upon the part of great 
and powerful nations against the un- 
armed and helpless.” 

Among the incidents cited were 
Nicaragua, Vera Cruz, Santo Domin- 
go, Almritsar, the Ruhr, Corfu and 
Egypt. 

“In all these instances,” the sen- 
ator said, “the uggressor nation was 
strong enough to have invoked con 
ciliation, adjustment and ‘arbitration 
and thus have sec examples and es- 
tablished precedents of more value to 
the cause of peace than any peace 


plan.

Mercer Faculty Religious 
Covenant Is Made Public: 


Setting ferth “ideals and purposes 
which inspire and guide” the faculty 
of Mercer university, a covenant of 
Christian faith recently prepared bv 
a committee of five “scholariy men 
of the Baprist ministry” is made pub-| 
lic in the current issue of ‘The Chris- 
tian Index, offictal organ of the Geor- 
gia Baptist convention. 


The article describing the covenant) 


is signed by Dr. Rufus W,. Weaver, 
president of the university. 

While no reference is made to the 
recent development of alleged reli-! 
gious radicalism which resulted in the’ 
resignation of Dr. Henry Fox, head 
of the biologica) department, it ix! 
evident that the covenant is the out-' 
growth of that incident. 

Text of Covenant. | 

The following is a copy of the cove- 
nant: 

“As Christian educators and teach- 
ers, believing in a persona! God—the 
Maker and Preserver of the Universe: 
in the Father who loves all men and 
longs to have them saved; in Jesus 
Christ His Son who by incarnation

the complete sufficiency of the spirit 
of truth to guide us_into all the 
truth; in the Bible as God's revela- 
tion of Himself through man moved 
by the Holy Spirit and the New 
Testament in particular as the stand- 
ard of our beliefs, ideals and conduct; 


which inspired and guided them in 
their work as Christian educators. 
At the suggestion of leading men in 
the denomination, no publicity was 
given to this covenant after its adopt- 
ion by the faculty. This course was 
followed in order that the Georgia 
Baptist convention might, if the con- 
vention so desired, impose regula- 
tions which would apply to all boards, 
agencies andl employees alike. 

“The denominational leaders who 
suggested that the covenant should 
not be published, now feel that the 
Baptists of the state shoud be in- 
formed regarding the action taken by 
the faculty of Mercer university. 

“It is a fundamental Baptist prin- 
ciple that no group of men have the 
right to formulate a creed and im- 
pose this creed upon another group. 
This same principle grants to any 
group the right to make any State- 
ment with regard to their religious 
beliefs which sets forth the interpre- 
tution of Christian truth ae held by 
the individuals composing the group. 
The church covenant completes the 
organization ef every Baptist church, 
and sets forth the basal truths held 
bv those who make it, and the high 
and holy purposes to which the 
makers of the covenant commit them- 
selves. In every Baptist church the 
covenant should be read regularly. 
and no member should be admitted to

The Nebraska senator declared 
that the power trust spread over the 
country like a “spider's web” and 
“there isn’t a place in the United 
States where the influence of this 
mighty trust isn’t felt and the wholes 
control goes back to Wall street.” 

Deprive People of Power. 

The Underwood bill, Senator Norris 
declared, would deprive the people of 
the country of the use of the Muscle 
Shoals power, as the lessee would not 
be required to distribute “one kilo- 
watt of pewer.” He said his bill 
provided for fertilizer experimenta- 
tion by the government, which would 
prevent a “fertilizer monopoly.” De 
claring that no suitable process yet 
had been discovered for fertilizer 
manufacture, he exclaimed: 

“Why not be honest io the Ameri- 
can farmer? Why not tell him the 
truth that we do not yet know how, 
but that we hope to discover the 
secret ?”’ 

After two years of consideration, 
Senator Norris continued, the senate 
agricuJture comunittee had brought 
their proposition to the senate. Here, 
he said, they were confronted with 
the opposition of the administration.

HEALTH TALKS

THE THIRD GREAT PLAGUE. 

The black plague of history was 
bubonie (or pneumonic) plague—the 
disease which recently flared up in 
California. ‘This disease may be 
truly referred to as the “dread” dis- 
ease, for it kills nine out of 10 af- 
fected, and it has destroyed many 
millions of lives—in India alone it has 
taken a toll ef half a million lives a 
vear for 20 years past. 

Cholera is another infectious dis- 
ease which has earned the description 
of the pestilence, having devastated 
if not decimated the populations of 
many countries, but never our own. 

Smallpox is a third nest which has 
marked, maimed or killed enormous 
numbers of people. Gehen_ ealled it 
the. great pest. 

Typhus (also called spotted fever, 
ship fever, jail fever, camp fever) 
has heen one cf the greatest epidemics 
of the world. 

Yellow fever epidemics of frightfr* 
proportions have prevailed in Amer- 
in times past, notably in Phila- 
delphia in 1793 and in Baltimore in 
1802. In 1853 yellow fever raged 
throughout the southern states. 

Typhoid fever has _ killed and 
maimed more than powder and shot in 
all wars up to the time of the great 
war, when this. scourge was absolute- 
Iv prevented by artificial immuniza- 
tion of all soldiers. 

Some of these plagnes hav® been 
ceozraphieally identified. Cholera. in- 
deed, is generally ealled Asiatie chol-

Arriving home from Washington, 
where I have been several days, the 
first person I met—a former mem- 
ber of the legislature from south 
Georgia—said something like this— 

“Is it true that Senator George is 
to be appointed judge of the United 
States circuit court of appeals to fill 
the King vacancy?” 

Getting to the office the city editor 
informed me that “it is reported 
around the capitol that Senator George 
is to resign“ and accept appointment 
to succeed Judge Alex King on the 
United States circuit court of appeals. 
Did you hear about it in Washing- 
ton ?”’ 

In the following few hours no less 
than a dozen inquiries were received 
in The Constitution office as to the 
same report that seems now to be 
spreading over Georgia like a rare and 
racy bit of news— 

And why not? 3 

Such an eventuality would mean 
first of all the quieting of the pres- 
ent ambitions of a number of promi- 
nent jurists in Georgia—some on and 
some off the bench—and then it would 
mean an interim appointment by the 
governor, and under the circumstances 
| that would be watched with more 
‘than ordinary interest— 

But the fact is Senator George is 
‘not being considered for the appoint- 
ment, and were it tendered to him he 
would decline it. 

He will remain in the senate, in 
my opinion, as long as he wishes, for 
he is making a most excellent record, 
‘and is already regarded as one of the 
outstanding men on the democratic 
side in that great legislative body. 

I have good reason to believe that 
Senator George could get the appoint- 
ment to the pending King vacancy if 
he wanted it. But he doesn’t want, 
it. | 

President Coolidge regards him as 
a kiwyer and jurist of great ability 
and as possessing an “ideal judicial 
temperament.” 

That is the opinion of every person 
capable of appraisement who really

knows Senator George. 

While he made an excellent judge, 
and has the much accounted “judicial 
temperament,” he is also making an 
excellent senator from Georgia, and 
possesses every element of real, gen- 
uine—not counterfeit—statesmanship.

It was my privilege—and a rare one— 
to hear a portion of the masterful ad- 
dress delivered at a joint session of 
both houses: of congress Monday by 
Dr. Alderman, president of the Uni- 
versity of Virginia, the occasion be- 
ing the memorial services in honor of 
the late President Woodrow Wilson. 
There were the president and his cab- 
inet, members of the supreme court, 
the diplomatic corps, and all of the 
visitors who could get tickets to the 
gallery seats to hear the address, in 
addition to the members of congress | 
and the correspondents corps. 

But on the outside the whole world 
‘listened in,” and the press of the 
world carried a great deal of what 
Dr. Alderman had to say. 

It was a bold, fearless, penetrating 
address, beautiful in expression and 
forceful in eloquence; and it made 
some of the senators squirm. I wish 
Ilenry Cabot Lodge could have hegrd 
it before-he died. He would si 300 
the chief of squirmers. 

It was an unusual thing to select 
an orator from outside of public life 
for such an occasion. 

IT recall the first oceasion of the 
kind I attended. Secretary of State 
John Hay delivered the address at*the 
MeKinley memorial. Back before that 
Blaine had memorialized Garfield; 
and sinee that Senator Lodge _ had 
memorialized Roosevelt, and Secretary 


Hughes had memorialized Harding. 

But in the Wilson exercise’ the 
precedent was broken, and the school 
room, from which Mr. Wilson had 
emerged into publie life, was appealed 
to to find the orator for this ancient 
and honored custom. 

Certainly no mistake was made, and 
Dr. Alderman’ gave a new turn to 
the oceasion by departing from the 
old stereotyped humdrum of the eu- 
logist; and by an occasional tactful 
rebuke for some of those who heard

Monday 
forenoon I took a drink—at a soda 
fountain—with Bill Anderson, editor 
of the Macon Telegraph. On the aft- 
ernoon before I had waved a goodbye 
to Commissioner Peter Twitty, and 
his bride; crossed the path of Frank 
Shumate several times, and Monday 
enoon stood beside Gutzon Borglum 
and others in front of a photographer 
on the lawn just behind President 
Coolidge’s office—and _ that the 
way it is in the great capital city all 
the time “in season.” It shows that 
Georgia usually well represented 
among Washington visitors.

The source of such propaganda is 
well understood, and the injection of 
radical politics into the whole sttua- 
tion is one of the regrettable features 
involving so potential a factor in the 
economie life of the south. 

I do not know of anything before 
the public today so thoroughly mis- 
understood by the public as the Mus- 
cle Shoals issue. 

In the first place the farmers have 
been misled into believing that manu- 
facturing nitrates at that plant for 
commercial purposes will mean an 
enormous saving in fertilizer costs. 

Nothing is further from the facts, 
however one may deplore, under the 
circumstances, to break into that very 
satisfying impression. 

In the first place all the bills penc- 
ing provide that 40,000 tons of fixed 
nitrogen shall be produced a_ year, 
which is the reasonable capacity of tie 
two nitrogen plants. We import 1,- 
200,000 tons of nitrogen-yielding mate- 
ral a year. 

While figuring the plus differentixt 


arising between a pure or fixéd prod- 


uct and a raw product, the Muscle 
SLoals plants cannot at best supply 
more than one-sixth of the present 
nitrogen demands of the nation for 
fertilizer purposes only. 

Again, when the fixed nitrogen“is 
made it must then be mixed with other 
chemicals—potash being only one but 
chief among them—or it is compara- 
tively of no value. Hence the fer- 
tilizer process cannot stop at Muscle 
Shoals, 

Therefore in all good, common sense 
it is wrong to fool the country with 
the idea that the Muscle Shoals plants 
are going to very materially reduce 
fertilizer costs. 

That the supply of nitrate will be 
helped, and that there may be some 
price reductions, are both most satis- 
factory possibilities, and every effort 
should be’ made to function these 
plants for the greatest agricultural 
interests first of all. The point I 
make is, the country has been deijb-

Hirec American Experts. 


An aged Chinese millionaire living 
in Chicago, hired an expert gang of 
American thieves to obtain the jewels 
for him, according to the Evening 
News. The wrinkled old collector of 
rare gems had spent hours in Bath 
House, Piccadilly, where the Ludlow 
jewels were displayed, taking notes 
on them, and when he sent his hire- 
lings to loot the cases, he specified 
exuctly which pieces he wanted.

A thieves’ retainer, put up by the 
unfortunate millionaire, already had 
made the gain on the robbery $15,000 
for each of them, according to the 
Evening News. 

Several brochures on choice jewel 
collections were written by the dead 
Chinese, according to another source 
of information here. He arrived in 
London in April to make notes on 
famous collections, including’ the 
erown jewels in the tower and other 
English collections, as well as several 
in Scotland. The Chinese became fas- 
cinated with the Ludlow gems. 

For hours the old man gazed at 
the collection. Several times the at- 
tendants were obliged to ask him to 
leave. His infatuation for the baubles 
would not die and in the end the old 
man arranged to get the beautiful 
things into his own possession.
